ESPECIALLY JAMAICA, MEXICO, VENEZUELA, AND GUYANA. SHOWED 
A KEEN INTEREST AT THE HEAD OF STATE LEVEL IN BROAD 
GLOBAL ISSUES, INCLUDING THE VARIOUS SUBJECTS INCLUDED
